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(57) Abstract: The invention relates to products and methods for reduc- 
ing cerebral hemorrhage and edema, which can be negative side -effects 
of thrombolytic therapies with tissue plasminogen activator (tPA) and/or 
urokinase plasminogen activator (uPA). 
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
